I informed him of Mr. Maury's contacts with Chairman 
Henderson and other Subcommittee members. In return, he gave me 
a rundown on Subcommittee members and said the key Republican 
member is Representative Gross, and said our exemption should be 
assured in Committee with Representatives Henderson, Gross, 
Derwinski, and Lukens in our corner. He recommended that we see 
Representative Lee Hamilton (D. , Ind. ). He said North Carolina 
politics and not Chairman Henderson's enthusiasm for the bill explain 
the present momentum, but that he does not believe that action is 
imminent.
